Chairman's Remarks 


-Assoc. Dean Cooke informed Council members of the substantial change 
in the rates to be paid to part-time instructors for the 1980 Summer 
Session. This change amounted to an approximate increase of 50%. 

-Regarding the Visual Arts Building, Prof. Cooke explained that it had 

been decided to postpone the official opening until early Fall 1980 at 

which time all of the final details would be completed. 


Report of the Registration Committee 


(James, Gross) "that Council move the adoption of proposals B, C and 
D of the Registration Committee Report dated January 18, 1980" 


B 1. In-Person Registration 
With respect to the In-Person Registration proposal, the general feeling 


was that if Registration wereheld on one campus or the other, there was 

a loss of student registration at the other location. K. Adams' suggestion 
has been that there be one registration to take place at Loyola because 
of the abundance of space there. However, this would imply a loss of 
students at Sir George. Other institutions have had one Registration 
location, for example Dawson College which has many campuses and holds 
registration at the Bonaventure. He noted that registration was "one" 

day in the life of the student and that it should not matter where this 
process took place. 


Prof. Friedland expressed the concern of the members of Performing Arts 
regarding In-person registration taking place at Sir George. He explained 
that should the pre-registration process not be successful on the Loyola 
campus then many of the Performing Arts students would find themselves 
registering at Sir George in the Fall. In this respect, the Performing Arts 
Division could not agree with the proposal. 

Pre-registration 
With respect to the pre-registration process, Bottenberg explained that 
the need to pre-register was not as crucial for Music students as it was 
for the Visual Arts students who wished to guarantee themselves a studio 
place. 
Smart noted that, properly administered, the pre-registration process 
could resolve many problems. This process made it easier for the student, 
not more difficult. The Faculty could benefit by exploiting the use of 
this process. 
Cazalet noted that there were Sectional level difficulties to be resolved 
with respect to pre-registration, however, in spite of this, Performing Arts 
students should be encouraged to take advantage of the process. 
Friedland expressed concern as to whether pre-registration could be 
accomplished in only three days. Gross noted that perhaps this could be 
extended if Performing Arts felt the compression of time was to their 
disadvantage. Cazalet asked whether there was any reason why the Section 
could not pre-register a student after the March deadline. Smart noted 
that with an improved telephone service, the pre-registration process could 
take place anytime up until the end of June. 


2. “Special Student" Classification 


With respect to the special student categories, Smart explained that there 

were no practical means of sorting these students out by looking at their 
records. The University Curriculum Coordinating Committee had been asked 

why certain people who were “special" now could not be returned to an 
"independent" category. He noted that a policy could not be implemented at 

the time of giving students appointments. An alternative would be to put 

all “special" students at the end of the registration cycle. Adams noted 

that this “special” status had caused many problems elsewhere in the University, 
and since the government was now accepting "independent" student categories, 

it was felt that this category was no longer necessary. 


3.2*Motion: 


Registering Officers 


Smart agreed that more registering officers were needed for Fine Arts. 
In this regard Friedland wanted to know what assurance there was that the 
extra three places asked for in the proposal would be granted. Adams 
explained that places would be added only if budget allocations permitted. 


3. Distribution of Appointment Cards 


Smart noted that issuing appointment cards according to the number of 
credits required to complete the degree was not possible (unless this was 
done manually) because of the backlog of computor time. It was suggested, 
to help alleviate problems, that MSQP students not be considered as 
undergraduate. This would allow regular undergraduate students to register 
earlier. 


4. Capacity control of Multiple Number Courses 
Smart noted that regretably the suggestion to list multiple numbered 


courses on one card could not be accomplished for this Fall because the 
Computor Centre support system was backlogged and that this change could 
not be accommodated. 


After further discussion on Sections C and D of the document, the motion 
was called and

recommendations as contained in the Registration Committee Report to the 
appropriate bodies within the University for consideration and where 
possible, implementation"

Dean Cooke explained that the Report endeavored to clarify and identify 
existing problems and to offer solutions. The Report should be looked upon 
as an interim proposal which could be further refined if necessary. If 
certain problems have not been anticipated, then changes to the procedures 
can be made in the future.

Curriculum Report No. 20 
This report contains minor modifications to the Graduate Diploma in 


Art Education as well as the introduction of a new programme, the 
"Graduate Diploma in Art Therapy”.
